There shall be and there are hereby established for the use 
of the retail and wholesale customers, both inside and outside the corporate limits of the 
City of Jasper, the following rates and charges for the Water Utility of the City of Jasper, 
Indiana, which are hereby deemed to reasonable, equitable, and based upon the cost of 
providing service.  The Phase I rates shall be effective for billings which occur after 
March 1, 2004, the Phase II rates shall be effective for billings which occur after January 
1, 2005, and the Phase III rates shall be effective for billings which occur after January 1, 
2006.
